After all God has nol, made things so 
uneven. While nature has, in a nieas 
ure. done something for them, it re- 
mains your grand work to do the 

rest, lie expressed the hope that 
during their stay their enjoyment 

of nature's beauties might be as 

complete as their welcome was hearty. 
Dr. WilkitMOU, Of California, was 

the first to respond. Dr. Wilkinson 
said that it was his first visit to 
Colorado Springs, and he was pro- 
foundly impressed not only with the 
hospitality of the oity and its beauti- 
ful surroundings, bnt with themagni- 
Beam building, from off whose steps 

such grand scenery could he viewed. 
Colorado, like most of the west, he 
said, was not in the embryo of civili- 
zation. The city is beautiful, and 

also the grand scenery of the moun- 
tains, but it was not with this that he 
was most pleased. Ii was to see the 

State, so early in ils history, making 
such excellent provision for (heir un- 

fortunate. Before the State oapitol 

[a completed, (he people have made 
ion for their deaf and blind. 
This is evidence of (he highest civili- 
sation, Mr. Wilkinson stated thathe 

had just returned from an extended 
trip abroad, where he had been lo- 
cating the Institutions for the 
old blind. There, he said, they 

were maintained as charity, (he rioli 

considering it as a part of their duty 
to give a certain amount to the sup- 
port of the Institutions, and (he rich 

were (he only ones who supported 
I hem. How different from our own 
way, where the Institutions are pari 
of thi' State, and every citizen helps 
to support them. 

Il is said that when Pericles was 
building the Parthenon at Athens, 
the citizens complained of (he great 
expense, hut when Pericles offered to 
build it. himself, if they allowed him 
to place his name upon il, they were 
nol willing that he should. It was 
■ re, I a thing for one man. So 
Institutions are something too 
sacred to he maintained only by the 
rich, thej must he maintained by the 
people. Iii London (he charitable so- 
cieties overlap each other in their 

work. Mr. Wilkinson said that he

Put is not 
each of us met with the question of 

money? Does not each of us feel 
I hat we have boys and girls, who 
would shine in some useful handi- 
craft that wc cannot possibly teach f 

This brings me to the first question 
that I would ask you : — 

Is it not cxi.remelv desirable that 
wc should have a free national i 
eal school for the deaf? One lo which

The second day's session of (he 

conference of deaf-mute educators 

died to order at 9:16 A.M., by the 

lent. Dr. Peet, of New fork, 

and the exercises were Opened with a 

prayer by Principal L. L. Wyekoff, 

Prof. Fdmuiid Lyon, of New York, 
was (he first speaker, and Set forth at 
considerable length the ndvanta 
his phonetic alphabet, and his address 
was followed by a discussion of the 
subject.

morning was read by Supt. F. P. 

Clarke, of Arkansas, and was as I'ol 
lows :

I lake it (hat the chief object of 
this meeting is that we may consult 
with and advise each other as to the 
means and methods which will best 
advance (he inleresls of the deaf 
children of this Country. 1 am here 
now to ask your advice and to eon- 
suit with you on two questions, about 
which, since our last meeting, 1 have 
thought long and seriously. To im 
prove the technical, perhaps I should 
say the manual, training of the deaf 
has for a long time been an object 
very dear to me. When our pupils 
seek a trade, they, as things now 
Stand, are confined to a very narrow 
Gardening, printing, shoo 

makin «ntn . cabinet making 

and some few others for the boys j 
dressmaking, sew ing and painting for 
(he girls, are abotil all that most insti- 
tutions leach. 

Do any of us for a moment believe 
(hat i ■ not many of (he deaf 

capable of mastering more complex 
and better paid trades ? Is (he- 
reason why a deaf man or woman 
may nol excel at any trade that does 

not require hes toept that deaf 

uess prevents their learning those 
trades as hearing youth do ? 

Without any word of blame for the 



young natures who would 
trades we cannot teach. 

1 will nol t oil you all that 1 think 
such an Institute should teach ; but 
anion: 'males vve should find 

pattern makers, moulders, steam-lit- 
ters, plumbers, engineers, electricians, 
stone-cutters, masons, engravers, mil- 
liners, dressmakers, floriculturists etc. 
Its instruction should be such that we 
could truthfully say lo those who em- 
ploy such skilled labor : '• This young 
person knows all about his trade, he 
only needs a few months daily prac 
tiec al il lo gain speed in doin 
There are plenty of places waili 
such young people. Can wc train 
part 01 (hem ? 

My second question is : "How can 

wc secure such a school ? 

Wc mignt, perhaps, in time, inter- 
est some millionaire and secure the 
larger part of it as a gift, but this 
means a weary time of w ait in- 

no certainty of success at last. Can 

not we get it from the national 
eminent ? 

I find that Congress has twice made 

liberal provision for the endowment 

and support of colleges and institutes 

for (he benefit of agriculture and the 
mechanic arts. The last of these 
acts, (P. S. statutes at large, V- 

pp. 117—19,) approved August 30, 

1890, appropriates |16,000 a year, un- 
der certain conditions, to each Slate 
or Territory, and goes on lo increase 
the sum 1 1,000 a year until it reaches 
00. Would' ii not be possible 
for us to ask our law makers to i\o 
something of this kind for us. Tell 
them that our students are capable of 
shining in agriculture and the me- 
chanic arts, but the means of teach- 
ing these, which the nation so gener- 
ously supplies foi the hearing, are 
for the deaf. Ask them if the 
deaf of all the Slates and' Territories 
may not hav e one such school as is 
led for the hearing in each 
State and territory. Il seems to me 

thai by concerted action, each of us 

working with the < ncn from 

our own Stale, we might get our 
school. 

I hope these questions will be de- 
bated fully at this meeting, and if vve 
agree, that we will take some formal 
action. To this end, if 1 can find a

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Since the closing of school last 
June, affairs at this Institution have 
moved along in their customary vaca- 
tion manner. A large number of 
masons, painters, scrub-women, and 
various others have taken possession 
of the buildings and grounds, and are 
causing a wonderful transformation 
for the better. 

Mute visitors have been very fow, 
but "tourists" have been quite 
numerous. The grounds surround- 
ing the main Institution buildings 
have been much changed so much 
so that pupils on returning to school 
will scarcely recognize this as the 
place which they left about two 
months ago, The new industrial 
building, which is of imposing ap- 
pearance, is about finished, and adds 
much to the attractiveness of the 
grounds. 

Already the drives around the In 
BtitUtion have attracted attention. 
On pleasant evenings quite a number 

of tine turnouts, containing ladies and 
gentlemen — many of them being 
guests at the various hotels here- 
abouts — drive through the grounds, 
from where they can enjoy a tine 
view of both the village and Adiron- 
dack Mountains. 

The following was taken from The 
OageHe, of this town, and gives a 
good idea of what has been done 
here sinee the x.ieation began : 

•• Extensive improvements have 

been made during the past l wo 
months at the grounds of the North- 
ern New York Institution for Deaf 
Mutes, which, when completed, will 
add much to the attractiveness <>( 
this popular Institution, and render 
a visit to the grounds both pi. 
and profitable. Under the direction 
of Mr. G. B. ( rotT, of New York, 
who is an architect and landscape- 
artist o< experience, the Board of 
Managers have expended a consider- 
able sum, and the work is now so far 
completed that its value can be seen 
and appreciated. 

Directly ill front of the main build- 
broad promenade, paved and 
graveled, leads to a fountain whose 
basin measures •_'!» feet on the inside, 
and from which a spray of the pur- 
est w ater in the world jets into the 
air. Later an ornamental fountain 
will be placed in the basin, s 
ranged that potted plants can bo 
irrown to advantage around the out- 
side. On each side are mazes, whose 
graceful curves will be graveled 
even with the sod, and the spaces 
tilled in with a variety of 
and other Sowers. From the 
basin visitors' drives have been built, 
from which a tine view can be gained 
of the grounds and also of the village 
below. In the angles of the square 
will be large beds for tlowei- 
thickets of e\ ergreens and shrubs. 
Although incomplete and unfinished, 
the effect is now beautiful and the 

work completely transforms the ap- 
pearance of the grounds in front of 
the building. The slope to the street 
is well adapted for the purpose, and 
the outlines of the work can b( 
plainly from the foot of Willow 
Street. Later the view from this 
point will be one of the most attrac- 
tive in the village. 

"The industrial building, for 
which an appropriation of $7000 was 
•it oil by the Legislature of 1891, 
is now under construction, and the 
builder, Mr. C. C. Miller, expects to 
have it completed by the 20th inst.
